Manisty, I.C.S., the Accountant-General of Bengal, went 
on leave for 2 months and 18 days, Mr. A. F. Cox, I.C.S., 
his official Jocum temens, became ez-officio Trustee during his 
absence. The Board of Trustees, therefore, consisted on the 
81st March 1896 of the same Members as at the commence- 
ment of the year. 

Meetings have been held monthly throughout the year.

During the year there were held twelve meetings of the 
Finance and Economic Committees, at which the accounts 
were examined and expenditure controlled, 

In addition to the above, one special meeting of the Eco- 
nomic Committee and one of the Visiting Committee were 
held, 

The ordinary general meetings were held as usual, 
There was also a special meeting to discuss the presen- 
tation of an address to Sir Charles Elliott and the removal of 
the Geological Survey Office to the new wing, 


GENERAL ADMINISTRATION. 


The Zoological and Archwological Section of the Museum 
was under the control of Surgeon-Captain A, W. Alcock 
throughout the year, with the exception of the period 
between the 7th June 1895 and 3lst January 1896, when he 
was on deputation as Surgeon-Naturalist with the Pamir 
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Boundary Commission. During the period of Surgeon-Captain 
Aleock’s deputation Surgeon-Captain A. R, S. Anderson, 
Surgeon-Naturalist to the Marine Survey of India, officiated. 

2. The Economie and Art Section continued as usual to 
be under the charge of Dr, George Watt, C.I1.E. The period 
of three years for which the Reporter on Economic Products 
was allowed by the Government of India to take charge of 
the Economic and Art Section ended on Ist January 1896, 
The arrangement was renewed on the same terms and for the 
same period as before. 

8. During the year under review the new east wing of the 
Museum, which was referred to in paragraph 3 of last year’s 
report, was completed, except in regard to the fittings of the 
rooms, 

4, As the existing arrangement for admitting respectable 
native ladies and zenana women to the Museum were not 
considered quite satisfactory, it was decided to have the 
Museum opened on Thursdays between the hours of 12 noon 
and 5 p.m., for this purpose only. 

5. One of the most important improvements carried out 
during the year was the storage of water in large iron tanks 
deposited on the terraces of the Museum buildings. Pipes 
have been provided to carry the water to all parts of the 
buildings, and the supply is adequate for washing the floors, 
eto., for laboratory requirements and for the prevention of 
five which is a serious danger to the Sudder Street wing owing 
to the inflammable nature of the contents end the wooden 


6. Phe Trustess regret that owing to the resignation of 
x Mr. oes, te arrangement spieed tuto with tha: Govern 
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ment of India, for investigation in Economic Entomology 
in the field, could not be proceeded with. And as no Ento- 
mologist has as yet been appointed, the subject has been 
in abeyance, 

7. The weekly demonstrations in Zoology, which were 
undertaken at the request of the Government of Bengal, 
were begun and continued by the Superintendent. In this 
connection it may be well to mention thata number of marine 
invertebrate preparations were purcbased from the Marine 
Biological Association of the United Kingdom at Plymouth 
for this purpose. ‘ 

8. The Trustees have to record with regret the retirement 
darivg the year from the office of the Lieutenaut-Governorsbip 
of the Province of Bengal of the Honourable Sir Charles 
Alfred Elliott, K.C.S.1., C.S., whose services on behalf of 
the Museum have been recorded on a tablet placed in a con. 
spicnous part of the main building, and bearing the following 
inscription :— 

“This Tablet has been placed here by the Trustees of the Indian 
Museum in grateful recognition of the many important benefits conferred 
upon the Museum and the deep interest taken in its welfare by the 
Hon'ble Sir Charles Alfrod Elliott, K.C.S.1., 0.S., Lieutenant-Governor 
of Bengal, during his term of office from 1890—95. ; 

“ The Trustees are specially indebted to him for the fitting up of 
the Sudder Street wing, for the buildings and fittings of the new east 
wing, for extensive and valuable additions to the Archwological Collec- 
tion, and for the gift of the unique series of oasta of the inscriptions of 
Kang Asoka with the Gallery containing them.” 


ZOOLOGICAL"AND ARCHZOLOGICAL SECTION. » 
9. Although the actual acquisitions are less numerous 


than those of the previous year, yet the Trustees are glad to 
1 
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note that progress in the work of the Museum has in no way 
flagged or been in the least diminished, for which they have 
to tender their thanks to Surgeon-Captains Alcock and 
Anderson and to Mr. Finn. The improvements in the Exhi- 
bition Galleries, both from an educational and sight-seeing 
point of view, as well as the systematic cataloguing and final 
classification of the mass of material in the collections—the 
accumulation of past years—have steadily progressed. The 
most important acquisitions have been noted in detail in the 
Saperinteadent’s report herewith attached. 

10. The principal improvements in the Galleries have been 
as follows :— 

(a) Invertebrate Gallery.—A series of photographs of 
living coral reefs have been framed and hung up. 
This is not only a very interesting and pleasing 
spectacle to the casual sight-seer, but also a very 
instructive lesson to the student, as it shows how 
the dead and denuded corals in the cases are to 
be found in their natural state. 

@ Bird Gallery.—A series of cases have been arranged 
showing (1) the variation, secondary sexual cha- 
racters, aud Bird Morphology, (2) eggs of Indian 
birds, and (3) insect pests of this country. The 
oases containing insect pests have been temporarily 
placed in this Gallery owing to want of space 
in the Invertebrate Gallery. 

{c) Mammalian Gallery—This Gallery has been 
thoroughly overhauled, damaged specimens being 
replaced by fresh ones as far as possible, and a 
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{@) Archaological Gallery—The Barbut sculptures 
were removed from the walls in which they had 
been embedded, as they were found to be suffering 
from damp. 

11. In the Journal of the Asiatic Society of Bengal and the 
Annal and Magazine of Natural History papers have appeared 
prepared by Dr, Alcock, Mr. Edgar A. Smith of the British 
Museum, Messrs, F, E. Schulze and F. Chapman, relating to 
the specimens contained in the Museum collections. Another 
fasciculus of the illustration of the Zoology of the Royal 
Indian Marine Steamer Inves/igator, containing 3 plates on 
Fishes, 7 on Crustacea, and 2 on Echinoderma, was published, 

12, Of official publications the following were prepared and 
issued :—(a) Description aud figures of 9 specimens of Squil- 
lidw by the late Mr. J. Wood-Mason, (4) Coin Catalogue, 
Part II, by Mr. C. J. Rodgers, and (c) Indian Museum Notes, 
Volume III, Nos. 4 and 5, The MS, of the first volume 
of the Fish Catalogue was sent to Press, Two forms 
only had been set up when the first volume of a second edition 
of the British Museum Catalogue on the same subject was 
received. As that edition would certainly contain nearly 
all the latest Indian discoveries, it was deemed advisable to 
abandon the idea of preparing a catalogue, and to simply 
prepare a hand list of our own collection, 

13, Lists of the accessions to the various sections of the 
Museum are given in detail in the Superintendent’s report 
which is appended. 

14, The Trustees have again to record their thanks to the 
several volunteers who have so readily helped in the different 
- branches of Zoology and Archwology. Among these may be 
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mentioned the names of Prof. F, E, Schulze, Messrs. E. S, 
Goodrich, Edgar A, Smith, W. F. H. Blandford, E. Brenske, 
G. B, Buckton, M. Jacoby, C. Kerremans, P. Lesne, W. M, 
Maskell, A. D. Michael, O. Staudinger, and F. M. Vander 
Wulp. To Dr. A. F.R. Hornle the Trustees again have to 
express their special thanks for the trouble he has taken in 
editing the Coin Catalogue and for his continued help iu 
numismatic matters. 

15. The Trustees note with satisfaction the benefit 
derived by the Museum through the exchanges effected 
with the (1) Smithsonian Institute, (2) Imperial Museum of 
Vienna, (3) the Otago Museum, (4) Dr. Koehler, (5) Prof. 
de Loriol, and (6) Mr. H, Fulton, 

16. Surgeon-Captain A. W. Alcock, the Superintendent, 
was in charge of the Zoological and Archwological Section 
from the commencement of the year to the 6th June and 
again from the lst February to end of the official year. He 
also, in addition to bis own duties, superintended the work 
of the Entomology and Taxidermists’ Departments. Besides 
he gave weekly demonstrations in Zoology at the Museum 

> to the stadents of the Medical College. From the 6th June 
to 8lst January he was on deputation as Surgeon-Natura- 
“Vist to the Pamir Boundary Commission. 

17. Surgeon-Captain A. R. S. Anderson officiated for 
Sorgeon-Captain Alcock during the absence of the latter office 
with the Pamir Boundary Commission. 

».. 18, Mr, E. ©. Cotes, Deputy Superintendent, resigned 
«his appointment on the 17th April 1895. 

~ 49. Mz. F. Finn, First Assistant to the Superintendent, 
‘was oppointed Deputy Superintendent, vice Mr. E. C, Cotes, 
aly {eee 
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from the 17th April 1895. He has been engaged in con- 
tinuing the work in the Bird Gallery. He was deputed to 
deliver lectures on Zoology at the Forest School, Dehra-Dun, 
from 12th August to 18th October 1895. 

20. Mr. H. B. Perie continued to act as Librarian and 
Head Clerk up to the 21st October, from which date he was 
confirmed in his acting appointment, vice Mr. H, W. Fleming 
appointed Registrar to Trustees, 

21, Mr. Barlow has continued to carry on the work of the 
Entomological Section under the supervision of the Superin- 
tendent. 

22, The Trustees have again to record their high apprecia- 
tion of the excellent work done by the staff of the Zoological 
and Archwological Section during the year under review. 


ECONOMIC AND ART SECTION, 


28, ‘This section was in charge of Dr.George Watt, C.1.E., 
the Reporter on Economie Products to the Government of 
India throughout the year, 

24. The Officer in charge reports the following improve- 
ments to the Exhibition Galleries in his section :— 

(a) Beonomie Gallery.—The experimental bay having 
received His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor'’s 
approval, the work of fitting up the other bays in 
a similar manner was begun and has been steadily 
proceeded with. One of the features of this 
Gallery is, that the doors of the wall cases are to 
be made of characteristic Indian woods, and for 
this purpose arrangements have been made with 

a8 | 
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the Inspector-General of Forests for the supply of 
the necessary planks, 

(8) Artware Gallerg.—The exhibits in this Gallery under- 
went a thorough overhauling preparatory to a 
complete re-arrangement, which, however, could 
not be finished during the year, The new plan 
has been detailed in the report submitted by the 
Officer in charge. His Honour the Lieutevant- 
Governor accompanied by Lady Mackenzie, and 
Jater the Hon’ble Mr. J. Woodburn accom. 
panied by Mr. Denzil Ibbetson, visited this 
Gallery during February 1896, and expressed 
their satisfaction at the progress made. Owing 

- to want of space a collection of old and 
useless foreign exbibits belonging to the Calcutta 
International Exhibition, which were lying 
stored away in one of the sheds facing Chow- 

ringhee Road, were sold off by auction. 

(c) Hknolesy Gallery.—This Gallery also underwent a 
process of re-arrangement, similar to that of the 
Art Gallery. 

(2) A most important and useful addition is that a side 
room adjoining each Gallery is being fitted up ~ 
with the necessary appliances for the poisoning of 
specimens and other work connected with the 
Galleries which cannot very well be carried on 

eee in the open courts, The only exception being 

Ea in the case of the room for the Economic Gallery, . 
which is being converted into a dark room for 
photographie work. : 
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25. The additions to the collections are as follows :—Art- 
ware 102 specimens, Economics 1,075 specimens, and Ethno- 
logy 77 specimens, making in all a total of 1,254 specimens, 

26. Mr, T, N. Mukharji, the Assistant Curator, was 
absent on privilege leave from the 3rd January to Srd 
March 1896, during which period his office was held by Mr. 
W. R. Yates, Superintendent of Ledgers of the Office of the 
Reporter on Economic Products, in addition to his own duties, 
Mr, Mukharji eventually retired owing to continued ill health 
on the 11th March 1896, when Mr. Yates was again appoint- 
ed to officiate in his stead. 

27. The Trustees have to record with satisfaction the good 
work performed by the staff of the Economic and Art Section, 
and their indebtedness to Dr. Watt for his valuable help and 
energetic supervision. 


TRUSTEES’ OFFICE. 


28. The Trustees have to record with the greatest regret 
the death of their Assistant Secretary, Mr. R. L. Chapman, 
which sad event occurred on the 2lst October 1895, three 
days after his return from leave on medical certificate. By 
his death the Trustees were deprived of the services of a very 
experienced and able officer. Mr. H. W. Fleming, who had 
been officiating for him during his absence as Registrar, was 
again appointed to officiate and was finally confirmed in his 
appointment from the 22nd October 1896, The reversion to 
the old post of Registrar was considered necessary for the 
reason that Mr. Chapman was only appointed Assistant 
Secretary owing to his exceptional qualifications. 
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29. The accounts for the year have been duly audited and 
passed. Abstracts of the receipts and the expenditure in both 
sections are appended.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT, 


FOR THE YEAR 1895-96. 





SUPERINTENDENT. 


I HAVE the honour to submit my Report upon the Museum 
for the year ending 31st March 1896. 

During my absence on deputation with the Pamir 
Boundary Commission—from the 7th June to the 31st 
January—Dr. A, R. S, Anderson officiated as Superin- 
tendent, but this has not affected the steady pursuit this 
year, in the Zoological Section, of the two main objects 
mentioned in last year’s report—namely (1) the improve- * 
ment, for general educational purposes, of the Exhibition 
Galleries, and (2) the systematic cataloguing and final 
arrangement of the great mass of unclassified material 
(especially Invertebrata) that has accumulated during 
the past twenty years. 

Until this material has been at any rate in part worked 
out, it appears inadvisable to encourage further indis- 
criminate collecting ; but rather to confine our attention 
to those groups that are either known or gradually be- 
coming known as our catalogues progress. It is only 
by following some such plan that with our limited staff 
we can hope to produce results of general value. 

During the present year a good deal has been done 
to the Mammal Gallery, and some progress has been 
made towards a final arrangement of the collections of 
Birds, Fishes, and Crustacea, as is detailed in the 
sequel, 
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In the Archzological Section, thanks to the Govern- 
ment of Bengal, a large number of Buddhistic an- 
tiquities and a most valuable series of Asoka casts have 
been acquired. A few changes have been made in the 
Archeological Gallery. 

One of the most noteworthy events of the year has 
been the building of the longed-for work-rooms and ac 
commodation for reserve and study collections, The 
building is now complete and the interior is being fitted, 
so that we may hope to be able to make use of it during 
the current year. 


I.—ADDITIONS TO THE COLLECTIONS. 


The total acquisitions number 3,822 specimens, ex- 
cluding the Archzological donations from the Govern- 
ment of Bengal, or 729 less than last year. A majority 
of the acquisitions have been named,

(vi) A most valuable donation, in exchange, of 
specimens of 83 named species of Atlantic 
and Pacific Fishes and of 15 named species 
of deep-sea Holothuroids, from the Smith- 
sonian [nstitution ; 

(vii) Numerous named European Echinoderms from 
Prof, de Loriol, Dr. R. Koehler and Dr. von 
Marenzeller, in exchange ; 

(viii) Fine specimens of Penguins obtained from the 
Otago Museum, in exchange ; 

(ix) Exchanges of Mollusca with Mr. H, Fulton ; 

(x) Numerous mammals and birds presented by 
Mr. W. Rutledge and by the Calcutta Zoolo- 
gical Garden, 


B.—ARCHAOLOGY, 
The most noteworthy archzological additions'are :— 
(i) The Buddhist sculptures from Swat, and the 
moulds and casts of Asoka inscriptions, 
presented by the Government of Bengal; 
(ii) The clay impressions of coins and seals present- 
ed by Mr. C, J. Rodgers. 
Among the Zoological acquisitions the following 
Indian species have to be specially noticed :—

A series of 4 specimens (young and old, both male 
and female) of the great Pamir sheep, the adult male 
presented by Lieut. Ossetinsky of the 16th Turkestan

mergeyer presented by General Povalo Schweikovsky, 
A magnificient specimen of Himalayan Vulture presented 
by Major E. F. H. McSwiney. Some fine specimens 
of Baer’s Pochard, now almost for the first time recorded 
from India, discovered and presented by Mr. F, Finn, 
and a specimen of the remarkable Stiff-tail Duck,

himalayanum) from Kashmir. 

Melanophidium punctatum, and Dipsas dightoni— 
two snakes new to the collection, presented by the Tre- 
vandrum Museum,

Since the collection is already fairly well 
arranged, and sinceas far as is known—it 
contains nothing that has not been already 
described, we shall lose little by the delay. 


WfI.—ADDITIONS ETC, TO THE GALLERIES, 


(i) Invertebrate Gallery. All the ugly wooden: 
shelves have been removed from the cases 
and have been replaced by shelves of glass, 

The written labels to the individual exhibits are 
gradually being. replaced by printed labels, 
A series of Saville-Kent’s photographs of 
living coral-reefs, and a series of enlarged. 
teaching diagrams have been mounted and 
hung, 


A series of enlarged and coloured drawings of 
living mollusks and of mollusk-dissections 
have been prepared and exhibited for each 
family of Molluska, 

tii) Nothing has been done to the Fish Gallery. 
iii) In the Reptile Gallery a dissection of a large: 
Crocodile’s heart has been mounted, 
% 
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(iv) In the Bird Gallery the cases illustrating varia- 
tion, and Secondary Sexual characters, and 
Bird morphology have been attended to, but 
are not yet filled. 


A series of eggs of Indian birds has been mount- 
ed in glass cases under curtains. 


The large series of Insect cases temporarily 
placed in this Gallery has been filled with 
useful exhibits ofthe Insect pests of this 
country. 

(v) The Mammal Gallery has been thoroughly 'over- 
hauled ; the cases have been repainted and 
thoroughly poisoned, old and damaged speci- 
mens have been removed, and all the speci- 
mens now remaining have been cleaned 
and poisoned anew. 

Orders and families have been more sharply segregat- 
ed, and each family and order has been provided with a 
black and white w ooden label showing the scientific and 
popular name. 

The lion and tiger exhibit, which was falling’ to 
pieces, has been destroyed, and its case is now occupied 
by a series of skeletons in which man and the higher 
apes are compared. 

A series of skulls illustrating the different types of 
Mammalian (Eutherian) dentition has been mounted— 
the homologous teeth being coloured alike throughout 
the series. 

A skeleton of a tiger and a small Cetacean have been 
mounted together in one case to contrast the modifications 
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resulting from adaptation of the mammalian type to an 
aquatic life, 

A great many new exhibits have been mounted, in- 
cluding a very fine tiger, and fine specimens of the Great 
Pamir sheep. 

The Marsupials and monotremes, as belonging to 
orders not represented in the Indian Fauna, and as other- 
wise lending themselves to this arrangement, have been 
completely isolated at the northern end of the Gallery. 

(vi) Archeological Gallery. The Bharhut sculp- 
tures which were suffering from being embed. 
ded in the damp wall of the northern court, 
have been removed and rearranged in a bets 
ter place. 

The clay impressions of ancient coins and seals pre- 
sented by Mr. C. J. Rodgers have been exhibited in one 
of the western bays. 


IV.\DEVELOPMENT OF THE STUDY COL- 
LECTIONS ETC, 


(i) PORIFERA. 


The Hexactinellid sponges have been named by Prof, 
F, E. Schulze, whose published results have been already 
referred to, but the specimens themselves have not yet 


been returned. 


(ii) ECHINODERMA. 
Arrangements have been made with Dr. R, Koehler 
of the Faculté des Sciences, Lyon, to name and describe 
the “Investigator” Ophiuroidea on condition that he 
Ir 
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shall keep a duplicate of every species represented in 
duplicate, and shall offer his results to the Asiatic So- 
ciety of Bengal. As the “ Investigator” Ophiuroidea is 
practically co-extensive with the Trustees’ collection 
Dr. Koehler’s work will be a Catalogue of our Ophiuroids. 


(iii) CRUSTACEA. 
The collections of Oxyrhynch and Oxystome Crabs 
‘have been completely worked out and finally arranged. 


(iv) MOLLusca, 

The collection of Cephalopods sent to Oxfordin 1893 
‘has now been returned—all the specimens having been 
named by Mr. E. S, Goodrich whose results—illustrated 
.are about to appear in the transactions of the Linnean 
Society. Mr, Edgar A. Smith of the British Museum has 
continued the arrangement by which our new shells are 
named by him in return for a co-type or duplicate to be 
deposited in the National collection,

SUPERINTENDENT AND OFFICIATING SUPERINTENDENT, 


For considerable periods of the year has been the 


only gazetted officer present. Have published various 
papers already noted dealing with parts of the Trustees’ 
collections, have planned and supervised the changes in 
the Galleries already noticed, as well as the work of the 
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Entomological and Taxidermist's Departments, and have 
been engaged on other work for future publication. 


Deputy SUPERINTENDENT. 


Mr. E. C. Cotes resigned on the «7th April and 
Mr. F. Finn was promoted Deputy Superintendent from 
that date. 

Has been in charge of the Bird Gallery and collec- 
tion of birds, and has made much progress with the 
manuscript of a Hand List of that collection. Has pub- 
lished the experimental paper already noticed. Was 
absent on deputation at the Forest School, Dehra Dun, 
from the 12th August to r&th October. 


First ASSISTANT TO THE SUPERINTENDENT. 

Mr. F, Finn was promoted to the Deputy Superin- 
tendentship on the 17th April, and the post has been 
vacant since. 


SECOND ASSISTANT TO THE SUPERINTENDENT. 
The post has been vacant throughout the year. 


LIBRARIAN AND HEAD CLERK. 


Mr. H, B. Perie acted in this capacity up to the 21st 
October when he was confirmed in the appointment, 
vice Mr. Fleming, appointed Registrar to the Trustees. 
He has kept the whole of the Department in his charge 
in thorough order, and also helped in the minor details 
connected with the working of the Museum, 
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He has completed and sent to Press the manuscript 
of the Second Supplementary Library Catalogue. 


All his work has, as heretofore, been of a high class. 


ENTOMOLOGICAL ASSISTANT, 


Mr, E. Barlow has carried on all the current duties of 
the Entomological Department ever since the resigna- 
tion of Mr. E. C. Cotes. Has completed the manuscript 
of a volume (Vol. iv, No. 2) of the Indian Museum 
Notes. Has prepared a number of trays illustrating 
the Insect Pests of India, which trays are now exhibited 
in the Bird Gallery. 


SUBORDINATE ASSISTANTS. 

Mr. J. B. Richardson was promoted Personal Assist- 
ant to the Superintendent on the 22nd October and has 
been engaged in multifarious clerical duties and in the 
important work of extracting references for the Cata~ 
logues of Crustacea and Echinoderma, and registering 
acquisitions etc. 

Mr C. 0, Bateman has worked under Mr. Finn in the 
Bird Gallery and in the curation of thecollection of birds 
and in registering acquisitions etc. 

Mr. C. Swaries has been in charge of the Taxidermist 
Department and of stores, and he and his assistants have 
prepared and mounted a large number of specimens in 
their usual careful and artistic way. 

The artists have been engaged throughout the year in 
illustrating both the publications and the exhibited col- 
lections, 
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Munshi Kassimuddin again deserves mention for the 
excellence ot his labelling throughout the Museum, 


VII.—MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. 


Owing to Dr. A. R. S. Anderson having been appoint-- 
ed to act as Superintendent of the Museum, during the 
Recess of the Marine Survey, we have this year had no ex- 
tra assistance from this source. But the Artist to the 
Survey has continued his work here on the illustration of 
the Zoology of the R. I. M. S. /nvestigator. 


The assistance afforded by Mr. Edgar A. Smith, Mr. E. 
S. Goodrich, Prof. F. E. Schulze and others has already 
been referred to, and these gentlemen have all been 
thanked in the Trustees’ name for their friendly help, 

Mr. W. L. Sclater who has again left England reports 
that he has been unable to attend to Alcyonarian Corals 
that were sent to him onthe 25th February 1893, but that 
his successor at Eton College, Mr. M. D. Hill, is taking 
care of them. 


In Archeology we have had the assistance of 
Mr. A. Caddy who was deputed tocollect by the Bengal 
Government and who developed his collections here. 


In Numismatics the Superinténdent has again to record 
his obligation to Dr. A, F. R. Hoernle, 


No actual losses have to be reported, but a few badly 
damaged specimens have been removed from the Mammal 
Gallery and have been destroyed, among them were the 
fighting lion and tiger referred to last year as being in a 
very bad state, 
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VIIL—CONCLUSION. 

The usual appendices showing (1) a Summary of regis- 
tered additions for the year, (2) a List of Donors to the 
Museum during the year,(3) a List of Donors to the Library 
during the year, and (4) the Yearly Return of Visitors, 
follow. From the last it will be seen that 471,780 persons 
—a daily average of 1,965—visited the Museum during 
the 240 days on which it was open to the general public, 


The collections are believed to be in good order. The 
exhibited collections are almost certainly in good order, 
as are those on the ground floor of the Superintendent’s 
quarters. The rest will be carefully surveyed when they 
are removed to the new building. 


The condition of the main building is apparently un- 
changed, the alterations carried out during the year in- 
clude a plentiful water-supply and convenient fittings, so 
that in future it will be possible to wash out the building 
thoroughly without trouble and without much expense. 

As already reported, the new East building for work 
rooms and reserve and study collections is complete, ex- 
cept for fittings. The fittings of the Taxidermist’s rooms, 
however, are well advanced. Unfortunately the rooms de- 
signed for the study collections of mammals and birds 
were not built according to specified requirements, so 
that the specification of fittings for those rooms will 
require alteration.

Sir, 

I have the honour to submit the Annual Report of the 
Economic and Art Section of the Indian Museum for the year 
ending 31st March 1896, 

In doing 80 I desire to say that in accordance with the 
' wishes of the Trustees conveyed by your No, 140—R.R., dated 
the 2gth August 1895, I have endeavoured in this Report for 
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1895-96 to confine my remarks as far as possible to my work as 
Officer in charge of the Economicand Art Section of the Museum 
to the exclusion of matters relating to my position of Reporter on 
Economic Products to the Government of India, although, as 
mentioned in last year’s Report, the cperations of that department 
of my office are very nearly inseparable from the duties connected 
with the Museum. 

I accordingly proceed at once to record the progress made 
and work done in the three Galleries into which this Section is 
divided, (@) Economic Gallery, (4) Art-ware Gallery, (c) Ethno. 
logical Gallery. 

(a) Economic Gallery.—The experimental bay fitted up in 
this Gallery having met with the approval of His Honour the 
late Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, that Government decided 
to give effect to the entire scheme of fittings for the Gallery 
designed by me. The work has accordingly been steadily 
pushed on with the aid of Chinese Carpenters supplied by the 
Public Works Department, and on the 31st March 1896 only a 
comparatively small number of bays remained to be completed, 

I may state here that I have devoted considerable time afid 
labour to working out, with the assistance of a draughtsman kindly 
lent by the Public Works Department, the designs for the new 
cases that will stand in the middle of the Gallery and will contain, 
as indicated in last year's Report, actual Trade samples of the 
chief staple commodities of Indian Commerce, such as Cotton, 
Jute, Silk, and Indigo. Other cases to stand in the middle of the 
Gallery have been designed to hold specimens of Rhea and other 
Fibres. 

Mention may here be made of a simple and effective plan 
which has been adopted with all the show-cases put up in the - 
Economic Court. This consists of a half bead projection on the 
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ends and sides of cases which meets the door or lid on closing it. 
To receive this half bead projection a corresponding hollow or 
groove is cut in the door or lid as the case may be, the object of 
course being to render the cases dust-tight. 


An improved method designed by me of locking up the 
cases has been successfully carried out by Messrs. T. E. Thomson 
& Co. Ld. This consists of a circular latch working on a 
convex button from the outside of the case and which is locked 
and unlocked by means of a fork key fitting into 2 holes in the 
convex button and which single key opens all the locks in the 
gallery. 

Large air-tight store boxes of sizes, the same as adopted by the 
Imperial Institute, are urgently needed for the convenient and 
safe storing of specimens, It is being arranged to have these 
produced to our order by a local firm. 


As the Trustees are probably aware, arrangements have been 
perfected by which an ample supply of water is to be constantly 
supplied to this Section, as well as to other departments of the 
Museum generally. The object of this is threefold:—First in 
case of fire, to provide against which a number of hydrants have 
been fitted throughout the building, and close by a hose will-be 
kept ready for fixing to a hydrant. This latter provision is 
made at convenient stations all over the building. The second 
purpose for which water is required is for the washing and clean- 
ing of the specimens, cases, and floors of the Courts; and lastly 
for lavatory purposes, 

In a side room adjoining each gallery is being fitted up a 
complete set of much-needed appliances for poisoning specimens 
consisting of a lead and an earthenware trough with water laid 
on, also a substantial work-table, etc. In the Economic Gallery, 
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the side room referred to cantaining troughs is being converted 
into a dark room for photographic work, 

As soon as the Bengal Government had sanctioned the whole 
of the wall-fittings for the Economic Gallery, it became necessary 
to remove to the godowns and elsewhere the Economic Specimens. 
This was a task entailing much labour, and was satisfactorily 
performed by the Museum staff under my orders and those of 
Mr. Yates, the Officiating Assistant Curator. Directly the wall- 
fittings are completed, the work of arranging these specimens 
in their respective bays will be commenced. 

The wall-fittings in the Economic Court consist of an upright 
case, a sloping desk case and a store locker or cabinet below for 
reserve stock. It is intended that the panels forming the doors 
of these cabinets shall be of characteristic Indian woods. After 
consultation with the Inspector General of Forests, arrangements 
have been made to secure seasoned planks for this purpose, In 
the meantime, and while these are being collected, the doors have 
been temporarily fitted with panels of Australian and other tim- 
bers which greatly relieve the monotony that would otherwise 
result were the panelling of all the doors constructed of one and 
the same kind of wood, 

“It is a matter of some regret that owing to the unavoidable 
length of time that is being taken to accomplish the fitting up of 
this Court, little or mo progress can be reported in the final 
arrangement of the Economic Specimens, It is hoped, however, 
that the time is not far distant when a serious beginning will be 
possible in this direction. 

In the year under report the collection of specimens has 
steadily progressed, and the work of attending to these has been 
more than sufficient to tax the energies and resources of the 
receiving and despatching staff inthe Museum, Some idea of

At the close of the Calcutta International Exhibition a num- 
ber of specimens of Australian timbers were made over to the 
Museum and housed in the godowns, During the year the 
Trustees inspected these and thereupon decided that the speci- 
mens should be added to the general collections. They have 
accordingly been classified as far as possible and have been 
registered, 
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(6) The Art-ware Gallery—The principal feature which 
marks the progress in this gallery during the year 1895-96 is th 
re-arrangement of the exhibits in accordance with the plan 
described briefly in my letter to the Trustees, No. 928—XIX, 
dated the r7th March 1894. The work was commenced on the 
1st November 1895, advantage being taken of the usual half- 
yearly closing of the Museum which lasted from the 1st to the 
1sth November. 


Although strenuous efforts were made on the part of every- 
one concerned to complete the work within that period, litde 
more was done than to form the groundwork of future opera- 
tions. ‘This consisted in replacing some of the cases to the 
best advantage, the object in view being to establish a scienti- 
fic basis of classification, and also to produce a less rigid effect 
in the display of objectsin the Gallery. It is believed that the 
result amply justifies expectations and that the appearance of 
the Gallery may with reason be said to have heen thereby 
transformed, At least such is the opinion of those who have 
visited it and who had seen the previous arrangement of the 
cases. One great advantage arising from the new plan adopted 
is that the various objects can now be studied from different 
points of view. 

The following collections were arranged in the middle of 
the Gallery during the period of annual cleaning :— 

Metal goods including gold and silver jewellery. 

Wood. 

Manufactures of Wwory. 


Pottery. 
Stone. 


It may be here explained that the middle space of the 
Gallery has been allotted to the following classes of Exhibits :— 
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Entering the Museum by the public door, (2) Metal goods ; (3) 
Wood work ; (c) Pottery ; and (d) Stone manufactures. 

In the Eastern half of the Gallery, one side of the long middle 
show-case has been given to Embroidered Fabrics. 

The wall-cases within the bays are devoted to Textiles. 
These are grouped, first according to the fibre used, and secondly 
according to the art designs and method of manufacture. 

Two out of the four large and curious pieces of wood 
carving of some antiquity which had remained on the ground 
floor of the building were brought up into the gallery and placed 
in the wood work section. Owing to the decayed and worm- 
eaten condition of the other two, it was not considered advisable 
to place them in the Gallery lest injury might be communicated 
to other specimens. ; 

Attention may be drawn to the substitution in all the show- 
cases of dark blue lining for the bright red cloth previously used 
and which was obviously unsuited to the purpose. 

The following plan showing the re-arrangement of the gallery 
may be useful :-— 
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From the 15th November 1895 to 31st March 1896 the follow- 
ing specimens were overhauled, classified and arranged in their 
respective places :— 

(1) Embroideries. 

(2) Kineobs. 

(3) Coleured Silk. 

(4) Plain Silk. 

(5) Mixed Fabrics, 

(6) Woollen Goods. 

(7) Carpets. 

(8) Durries. 

(9) Cotton Piece Goods, 
(10) Muslins. 
(11) Coarse Printed Fabrics. 
(12) Stamped and Printed Fabrics. 
(13) Palampores and Wax Printed Fabrics. 
(4) Finer Fabrics Stamped and Printed, 
(15) Woven Fabrics, 

I would here direct attention to the change that hag been effect- 
ed in manner of displaying the Embroideries and Textiles in the 
Gallery, These are now draped more or less artistically and it is 
believed that a truer conception of design and colour is thereby 
conveyed than when the specimens were folded up square. It 
would seem too that by the new method of exposing these exhibits 
they are less likely to harbour insects. 

Whatever views may be held as to the merits or otherwise of 
the new plan of re-arrangement, it must be allowed that the 
thorough overhauling which the work has entailed will prove of 
immense benefit to the specimens themselves. 

The state of the collections may be described as fair. During 
the process of re-arranging the exhibits a greater amount of 
depreciation was found to exist than there should have been. 
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Efforts are now being made to reduce such depreciation to the 
smallest extent possible by a more liberal use of insecticides and 
by periodically examining the specimens. 

It will be borne in mind, however, that a certain percentage 
of damage to Museum goods, especially Textiles, is unavoidable 
in a climate such as that of Bengal, 

Besides arranging the show-cases in the Art-ware Gallery on a 
new plan as described above, it has been found possible to increase 
the show-case accommodation very considerably without, as far as 
appearances go, taking up more space than was occupied 
by the cases under the old plan, Nine ebonised cases with glass 
doors some 20 fect high and 4 feet wide have been brought in 
from another part of the Section where they were not being used, 
and have been placed in the Eastern half of the Gallery in the 
main passage on either side, one between each bay. On seeing 
these in their present position it would scarcely be suspected that 
the cases were not originally intended for this Gallery so appro- 
priate are they for the positions assigned to them. These cases 
have been utilized for Textiles, Other two long jewel cases fitted 
with Chubb’s locks and a master key, that remained unused for 
some time in the Office of the Economic and Art Section, have 
been placed in the middle of the Western half of the Gallery. 
These most useful cases have been devoted to Silver Jewellery. 

At the Eastern end of the Gallery four new bracket wall-cases 
and 2 bracket shelves, the whole costing R400, are being con- 
structed with the sanction of the Trustees, and are almost 
completed. These bracket wall-cases are intended for specimens 
of stone carving, etc. 

Registration—The following articles were registered and 
entered in the rough catalogue during the year :—Koftgari work, 
Niello work, Bidri and other encrusted and inlaid ware, Metal- 
ware (chiefly those of Bengal), 

io 
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Labelling —New labels have been attached to the gold, silver, 
and enamelled ornaments, on articles of personal adommment, 
chiefly imitation jewellery and ornaments made of brass. 

Additions. —Small marble figure from Jaipur, eighty-six gold 
and silver ornaments presented to the Section through the 
Asiatic Society of Bengal by the Deputy Commissioner of Jhang, 
and a pair of bangles, lackered ware, from Ellichpur, Berar, pre- 
sented by Dr. George Watt, C.LE. Six Specimens of Glass Toys 
and one string of Silver Beads were purchased through the Deputy 
Commissioner of Karnal, Panjab. 

General.—By order of the Trustees the foreign exhibits which 
were presented to the Museum by exhibitors at the Calcutta In- 
ternational Exhibition after its close were sold at auction by 
Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall & Co., there being no room for the 
display of these articles. 

His Honour the Licutenant-Governor of Bengal, accompanied 
by Lady Mackenzie, was pleased to inspect this Gallery on the 
28th February 1896, and expressed his satisfaction at the progress 
which had then been made. The Honovrable Mr. Woodburn, 
CS.L, Member of the Viceroy's Council, accompanied by Denzil 
Ibbetson, Esq., 1.C.S., Secretary to the Government of India in the 
Revenue and Agricultural Department, also visited the Section on 
the 14th February 1896, and was much interested in all that 
he saw. 

(c) Ethnological Gallery.—During the year under report the 
work of re-arrangement and classification on the system adopted 
for the Art-ware Court was taken in hand. 

I regret that the large fixed glass case in the middle of the 
Gallery has prevented a re-adjustment to allow of the same light 
and freedom as in the Art-ware Gallery. 

By order of the Trustees 85 life-size clay figures illustrating 
the principal races of India have been brought up from the ground 
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floor and arranged inthe West.Central Glass case, where they 
now form one of the most interesting features in the Gallery. 


A large number of exhibits from the Straits and other countries 
which had been stored on the ground floor of the building were 
inspected by the Trustees who decided that these specimens 
should be given a place in the Museum. They have accordingly 
been overhauled, and included in the general collection. 

Registration.—Twelve hundred specimens were classified and 
entered in the new Register. 

Labelling.—About 500 old and worn-out labels have been 
removed from specimens and replaced by new ones. 

Additions.—During the year seventy-five new exhibits were 
ig tegistered and placed in the Gallery. These consisted

Staff—The year under notice bas been marked by the retire- 
ment on medical certificate of Mr, T. N. Mukharji after a long 
career of usefulness in his department. 
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Mr. R, A. D'Cruz, clerk in charge of the Economic Court, 
availed himself of privilege leave for three months from 28th 
January 1896, while it was found desirable to transfer Baboo 
Hari Das Mukharji from the Art-ware Court to the office. With 
permission of the Trustees, Baboo Phani Bhusan Dutt was placed 
in temporary charge of both the Art-ware and Ethnology Courts, 
and, it must be added, has shown considerable intelligence in 
carrying out orders entrusted to him. During the absence of Mr. 
R. A. D’Cruz the engagement of a temporary clerk has been 
sanctioned by the Trustees to assist in the collections Branch. 
Similar assistance has also been provided for Baboo P. B. Dutt, 
pending the appointment of a clerk in permanent charge of the 
Ethnology Court. Such assistance has been the more necessary 
since the system of re-arrangement had to be completed. During 
the absence on privilege leave of Mr, T. N, Mukharji, from 3rd 
January to the 3rd March, Mr. W. R. Yates, Superintendent 
of Ledgers in the office of Reporter on Economic Products, on the 
recommendation of the Trustees, was appointed to act as Officiat- 
ing Assistant Curator in addition to his own duties, and when 
owing to the state of his health Mr. Mukharji was compelled to 
retire from the service on the 11th March 1896, Mr. Yates 
was again appointed,
